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REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 


Town Hall, March 8, 1949. 


Meeting called to order by Moderator and articles 
read. 


Article 1—Town officers elected were: 

Town Clerk—E. O. Foss. 
Selectman—Frederick Fernald. 
Treasurer—Walter A. Cilley. 

Tax Collector—Daniel H. Blaisdell. 
Auditors—Donald M. Perkins, Beatrice Travis. 
Library Trustee—Imogene Colcord. 

Chief of Police—Oliver J. Roberts. 

Trustee of Trust Funds—Fred W. Glidden. 
Road Agent—Arthur W. Neilsen. 


Officers sworn in by moderator in open meeting ex- 
cept tax collector and trustee of trust funds. 


Tax collector sworn in by clerk at a later date. 
Office refused by trustee of trust funds. 
Budget committee’s report read. 


Moderator appointed the Budget Committee—Imo- 
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gene Colcord, John D. Perkins, John T. Fernald. 


Article 2—On motion of Arthur W. McDaniel it 
was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,- 
275.00 to defray town charges. - 


Article 3—On motion of Perley B. Batchelder it was 
voted to dispense with the article. 


Article 4—On motion of Arthur W. McDaniel it 
was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $399.98 
to cover blister rust control for 1948. 


Article 5—On motion of Arthur W. McDaniel it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $400.00 for 
blister rust control. 


Article 6—A motion was made by Mr. Hillsgrove to 
raise the sum of $350.00 to straighten curve on Jenness 
Hill was lost by voice vote. 


Article 7—On motion of John A. Perkins it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 for 
fire equipment. 


Article 8. On motion of Donald M. Perkins it was 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $639.30, the 
State to contribute $2,557.18 for town road aid. 


Article 9—On vote of the town this article to raise 
the sum of $3,500.00 to be set aside as a capital reserve 
fund for grader equipment was killed. 


Article 10—-On motion of Donald M. Perkins it was 
voted to give the selectmen authority to borrow money 


in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 11—-On motion of Frederick Fernald it was

Article 12—-On motion of C. H. Laughton to set 
the filing date for town officers at seven o’clock, p. m., 
on the third Monday preceding the town meeting.

3. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400 for the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust in 1950. 


4. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $250 for fire equipment. 


5. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $640.34, the State to contribute $2,561.34 for 
Town Road Aid. 


6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100 for the purpose of acquiring and main- 
taining a town dump. 


7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $150 for snow fence. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 towards the purchase of a Road 
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Maintainer, the balance (not to exceed $2,000) to be 
taken from the cash surplus. 


9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell surplus equipment and property. 


10. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

To the School Board and Citizens of Nottingham:

This is an increase of 18 per cent over last year. The 
enrollment is expected to be still larger next year. 
The number of first graders to enter for the next five 
years, as forecast by the school census, is as follows: 
fin 1950,11 in 1951711 in 1952) oan ober anda 
in 1954. The district should have four classrooms 
open next year, with one additional teacher, returning 
to the number maintained regularly in former years. 

While Nottingham and other districts are inter- 
ested in combining in larger units for a long-range 
plan, the immediate need for school buildings is so ur- 
gent that many districts are going ahead with local 
construction. Among those who have completed build- 
ings lately are Pelham, Surry, Londonderry, Chester, 
and Chichester. Federal aid for advance planning is 
again available. | 

By some fluke, Nottingham was one of the few dis- 
tricts to profit by the distribution formula attending 
the greatly reduced aid for the state as a whole. Much 
hard study is now being given to the formula which 
is to govern restored state aid in an adequate amount. 
It is likely that need such as Nottingham’s will figure 
largely in the basis adopted. Needed improvement in 
the teachers’ retirement law, a forgotten cause in the 
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last session of the legislature, seems to be still on the 
conscience of the law-makers and may receive atten- 
tion at the special session. 

It seems to be the fashion to make loose charges 
against the schools. “Our Public Schools Ignore Re- 
ligion”’ is the title of an editorial in the state’s chief 
daily paper. “Purchase of School Textbooks a Racket”’ 
shouts a representative of a New Hampshire city which 
is outstanding for the number of its citizens devoted to 
the interests of the schools and whose superintendent 
occupies a leading position in the respect of his asso- 
ciates. “High Schools Archaic” is the theme of a sen- 
sational article in a national weekly whose founder 
became famous for his moderation and good sense. 
“Thou shalt not bear false witness” is still one of the 
ten pillars without which society topples. 

As a matter of fact, New Hampshire schools through 
their daily reminder of “Our Father” and reading of 
material from the Bible, their recognition of religious 
seasons, their constant character training, and especial- 
ly their insistence that children of all faiths should 
live and work together in peace and harmony, are 
building a spiritual foundation of good-will which is 
the support of all true religion. Let society ask wheth- 
er its advertising, its entertainment, and other activi- 
ties for which the people pay tend to strengthen or 
nullify these efforts of the schools. 

Textbooks constitute one of the smallest fractions 
of the school’s expense dollar. No school adminis- 
trator worthy of the name receives one cent of com- 
mission or profit on their adoption or purchase. The 
textbook companies are largely old and reputable firms. 
They spend large sums for educational research and 
employ the most skilled teachers as their authors. Com- 
petition in the field is brisk, so they must be good and 
also reasonable in price in order to hold their own. 
The power of the local school system to select text- 
books adapted to its own needs is one of the most im- 
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portant elements in the local control of schools. 

Our high schools are keenly alive to the necessity of 
adapting their program to real life. Otherwise how 
could they have attracted and held an increasing frac- 
tion of young people, to the extent that high school en- 
rollment throughout the nation doubled decade after 
decade? High school graduates are almost wholly 
responsible for our modern technology and the posi- 
tion which our country occupies in the world. 

Last year the upper grades, under the direction of 
their teacher, Mrs. Allen, compiled a unit describing the 
Town of Nottingham for the Merrimack Valley Re- 
gional Association. 

School Nurse Myrtle Fletcher’s report for last year 
indicates encouraging progress in the correction or im- 
provement of several classes of physical defects, as a 
result of notices to parents, home visits, and coopera- 
tion by parents and physicians at home and in offices 
and clinics. All children lacking in nutrition, hearing, 
and structure were improved. About one-third of 
those having tooth defects received treatment. The 
nurse accompanied 13 children to four different clinics 
out of town. Entering pupils were checked and regis- 
tered last spring. 

The Nottingham school lunch facilities have been 
greatly improved. At Gebig School, the alcove kitchen 
was inclosed and provided with openings for serving 
into the classroom and entry. Cupboards were added. 
At the Center, long tables of proper height were pro- 
vided in the unused classroom. It has been found nec- 
essary to make a moderate charge for the lunch, as in 
nearly all districts. For this amount, a full and bal- 
anced meal is only possible by the help of the district 
appropriation, government surplus foods, federal aid, 
and the devotion of a number of mothers who give 
their services frequently. More volunteers standing 
by, willing and ready to take their turns, are urgently 
needed in order to establish the project firmly and re- 
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lieve a few from being unduly burdened. The lunch 
program, as the outstanding cooperative enterprise of 
the whole town, can come to stand for the Spirit of 
Nottingham. 

In listing the perfect attendance for one year, we 
recognize that good judgment and consideration for 
others may sometimes indicate that a child should be 
kept home from school for illness. Nevertheless we 
consider perfect attendance a remarkable achieve- 
ment, especially when repeated year after year.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fires but too many are 
careless with it. This is particularly true of fires in 
and near woodlands. Official figures show that more 
‘than 98 per cent of all forest fires result from human 
carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we 
may say ‘Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw prod- 
ucts of the forests, the protection forests provide for 
game and the supply of ground water. They upset 
local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to 
extinguish them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in 
keeping the size of fires small but the number of fires 
is Increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires in 
New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 
acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation 
of the public — YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is PRE- 
VENTION — fire stoppage. This is the goal toward 
which your local forest fire warden and his deputies 
are constantly working. It can be achieved ONLY if 
YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, 
being particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the 
warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 
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3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detect- 
ed and aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate
